tion it was a grand day f s racir g 

May B’*ch was favorite and won the sprint 
rare, bat in doing so she bad to be folly ex- 
tended and hard ridden to beat Kensi »tt »n and 
Newsgatherer. There was a lot of lock ia con- 
nection with the w n of the filly. She was rid- 
dfn by Nutt, who is a boy with good judgment 
and in the first pla e was mo.-t beantifnlly 
saved during a delay of about twenty minutes 
at the poet. Nutt also got the b >st of the start 
and took the shortest route. This percentage 
did not se c m to be enough to m*ke the filly win 
and at the head of the stretch Nntt resorted to 
trickery. He was in the lead hot May Beach 
was becomii g very lrg-weaiy while News- 
gatherer, who was on the inside, was rntm n* 
well in hind. Nu»t was’ed no time and rcted 
cleverly on the spar of the moment. While 
making the turn he went a trifle wide and 
tacitly invited Yandusen, who rode News- 
gatherer, to come up on the inside. The latter 
saw the openi ig andb iug eager to save as much 
ground at possible naturally started through. 
Qu cker than a flish when Newsgatherer got 
half wey through Nutt pulled ia on him and 
sharply shut him off. This put Newsgatherer 
out of the way and for an instant May Beach 
had every thing her own way, but ’below the 
eighth post along came Kensington on the out- 
side and as the pair neared the wire she was 
gaining rapidly on the fast daaghter of Bobby 
B^ach— Faithless, but luck was with the latter, 
and staggering and out to the last ounce she 
manage 1 to last long enough to get the verdict. 
In this race Tnlla Fonso bolted at the start and 
was practically left at the post, bat sbe set sail 
after the leaders and overhauling them with 
an astonishing borst of speed in the stretch she 
finished fourth. The filly would und tub’edly 
have been a keen contender had sbe left the 
post on even brms with the others. An acci- 
deat happened to Goebil and he palled up 
quite lame. 

For some unknown reason the ring took a 
str *ng fall out of the even money favorite Mon- 
tan 18 in the last race. There was some ugly 
talk before the race and this must have reached 
the ears of Judge Rees. At any rate, he called 
Everett, who rode Montanas, up oa his way to 
the post end g >ve him a severe lecture. Evi- 
dently the cautioning had a good effect, as 
Everett bnat tbe barrier about a length, and, 
beiog in front by da\ light all the way, won 
pulling up from Racvan. 

Murat evi lently liked the fast track and the 
hot weather anJ in »he first eve .t he ran the 
race of bis life. Beancbamp got him off in 
front and after being with toe pacemaker, 
Lucille Bramble, all the way. he had enough 
left to stall off b >th Harry Thoburn and Ed 
Tipton n the siretch and win in a game way in 
the fast time of 1 :26i for seven furlong*. 

Azoa, T.ldy Ann and Moot Eagle f ugbt it out 
in the second race. This w*s at five and a half 
fnrlot g<, and three of the f urteen that weLt to 
the post were Rf t ere by ihe starter. Tildy 
Ana got away in front and lemained o^ar there 
marly all the w*y. She aLd Azua hooked up at 
the eighth post and had a desperate fight to the 



wire, the latter rettirg the verdict by a nose 
simply through the action of the nod. 

Fair Drciver won the fourth race, a dash 
of a mile and a sixteenth a a she pleased. The 
tt ly was entered for $603. bat was run no to $900 
by J H Smi r h. She was retained by C. R. Me- 
Le n for the usual odd fiver. 

Hagerdou whs wisely support’d in tbe fifth 
race, and after get' iug through a tight place at 
the head of ihe stretch he easily disposed of 
th*» 8 to 5 f vorite. Caloocan.

I at once wrote to 
Captain J. H. Rees, the presiding judge, to in- 
vestigoit* the matter, and the result was that 
Daff’e license was revoked. That’s all there was 
to tbe case. Duff was rul’d off at the old Bay 
Distiict track, whieh was in operation bef re 
the advent of the Oakland tr ca. The Bay 
District track was not a member of th« Turf

FACING IV ENGLAND. 

Mr. George Vrohiee, of Lexington, Ky., has 
been spending some months in England. O *ca- 
sional y he w rites to Tbe Thoroughbred Record 
in interesting fashion concerning turf affairs in 
EDgl nd. In a recent letter lie says : 

“The racing at Goodwood was only fair and 
tbe attendance moderate for an English race- 
course. As a fashionable meet it was a great 
success, all tbe nobility in the kingdom being 
there, Goodwood equals Foyal Ascot in tie 
nr t er of fa-hioD, but I r otice 1 that silk hats 
and long- tailed frock coats that were universal 
atA»c t. were in tbe minority at Goodwood. 
Straw bate, light colored derbes and sack 
coats ver* in o«*der, excfpt with a few old 
st g a rs. With Cop day at Goodwood ended 
fa h rnable racing until ihe D incaster meeting 
in September. The nobility are leaving for the 
sea shore and Switzerland for a change. 

“As legardB high class horses, the number is 
small this year. Cjllone and Fly ; ng Fox are 
tbe only topnotchers of tbe English turf, and I 
am not quite rr^pared to admit that Flyiog 
Fox belongs to the higbe t grade. It is true 
that he has sequitted hims’lf wi*h ere it in ell 
i hat he has been asked to do this ye r— withj 
the exception of the Derby— there he stai g^red. 
He was all out; the performance at a mile and 
a half was ‘habby an 1 did not impress me with 
the idea that he conld 1 ist for two and a half 
miles 

“The best at Goodwood among the thr»e-year- 
olds and upward were Merman, Newhaven II. 
and Caiman Merman, next to Cyllene, is the 
best horte in England over a distance of ground. 
At one and one-fourth tooue and one-half mil s 
he dees not show to advantage, but at two miles 
and over he is a good ’uu. Last season he beat 
The Rush and Bay Ronald, two of the beat 
haDdic&p horses in England, in the Jockey Club 
Cup, two mil*e, rne-quarter aud thirty-five 
yards, all carrying 126 pounds, and did tbe dis- 
tance in 3:58, up the Cambri^gs bill It ia idle 
for the critics here to say that The Rush aud 
Bay Rona'd were out of condition. The time 
made sets all such nonsense aside. Merman, in 
1897, as a flve-ye**r-old, won the Long Distance 
Plate at Hurst Park, two miles, wi*h 180 pounds 
up. He woo the same season tbe Caesarewitch 
St> kes, and last year he won tbe Jock*y Club 
Cop over the Caesarewitch course, and now his 
double event, in winning the Goodwo »d Stakes, 
two miles, on Wednesday, and the Goodwood 
Cup, two and one-hnlf miles with 131 pounds 
up, on Thursday, pluses him among the gx>d 
ones, and in bis last race he beat King’s 
Messenger, who won the Cup last y*ar and New- 
haven II.. a Melbourne Cap, City and Suburban, 
and Epsom Cup winner. There wets two horses 
here that I picked oat last winter that I coold 
honestly commend to my friends ia the States 
for stud purpose* at a moderate price, and the 
two were Merman and Piety. The latter horse 
won the Manchester Cap, one and tbree-quarier 
miles, and tbe Alexandria Plate, three miles. 
In t*»e last race he carried 131 pounds aud did 
tbe oistacce in 5:26%. 

“CaimaD, n-xt to Flying Fox. is certainly the 
b*8t three- year- old in England op to a mile. 
Up to date e has won six straight races all at 
a mi e. I um sure he can not go over a distance 
of gr und— a mile and a q larter is his limit, 
dibola, on the o her hand is a game mare and 
has a good tarn of speed, too 

“Haggins has twog >od t vo-ye »r-old* m Black- 
emi h and Democ at. The f rm »r lias won 
four straight races and has never b en beaten. 
I believe that both he and Dera crat are in 
next year’s Derby. BUckamith is by Wo f’a 
| Craig, who was by Barcaldiue, aLd is therefore 



of the Ma’chem family, and as there have been 
only seven horses of that family to win the 
Darby in one hundred and twenty years, the 
ebanef s for Blacksmith are very slim, and as 
the Sensatioi s that have be°n sent over not one 
of them has been found to like a long road. So 
I think that if my Lord William aDd Huggins 
have any hop»8 of Dext year’s D’rby they must 
have a dark on’ by The Sailor Pi Lee or Pon- 
tiac that has not shown up yet. 

‘ There have been this year in England about 
one hundred and eighty American- bred horses, 
and niuf ty have appeared on tbe fl it, represented 
by such stallions as Oder, Iroqaois, Sensati >n, 
Rayon d’O**, Midlothian, Sir Modred, Canile- 
mas, Rey del Rev, Locohatchee, Goldfinch, 
Hanover. Gol e*i Garter, Teony, Dobbins, Long 
Taw, Pontiac Whistle Jacket, Salvador, Knight 
of Blierslie, Volant**, St. Blaise, Hindoo, Star 
Roby, Is ingt >n, Riley, Emperor of Norfolk, 
Saville, Bastetlaw, Darebin, Str-thmore, Top 
'Gallmt, St. Flo'ian, Baylen Edwards, Sir 
Dixoa, Trout adour. Watercress, Cavalier, Bob 
Miles and L* ngfellow. Tnp American contingent 
have started on the flat 202 times, have won 37 
Trees, 27 b-iog won by tho»e hors-es under Hng- 
gios. Th y have won altogether $121.39'); of this 
Hoggins’ stable has captured $112,095, leaving 
$9,500 to the remsind-r of tbe Yankees. 

“Sensation heads tbe list in the value of wins 
with $56,000 Tbe Sailor Prince with four win- 
ners of $24,550: then Locohatchee with one 
winner of $19, 945; Pontiac, with seven winners, 
$11 OCO 

“Huggins keeps winning right along. He is 
certaiuly tbe greatest trainer in England. He 
is a master of his calling. Most everyone loses 
sight of the trainer and gives too much credit 
to the jockey. Of course, Sloan is a great 
j<ck*y. Tbe condition and success of a horse, 
however, are due more to the trainer than the 
jockey. But tbe spectators never tee the 
trainer, and the jockey is in sight from Btart to 
finish, and the people never think that there is 
any one else connected with the horse. Never- 
theless, the man at tbe head and the one to be 
praised is the trainer. 

“The position < f our jockeys on the horse is 
worth six pounds in a mile, and ten in a mile 
and a half over the upright position. You can- 
not drive it into an English jockey’s head that 
one equal e foot of canvas has less pressure 
from the wind, which is made by the horse’s 
Bpted, than t»o feet of caavas, as a jockey 
leauiDg forward presents to the breeze about 
one-half the sail that he does when sitting 
bolt up.”

Jiaks promises to wia a lot of rsc*s for Schrei- 
ber b* fore hnr ric ng days are over. Sbe ran 
third tbe first time sbe »t «rted at Sa'atogi and 
won her next start a few days later.— St. Louis 
Republic.

APPEALS DECIDED. 

The Committee on Appeals of the American 
Turf Congress has rendered the following de- 
cisions in cases appealed from various members 
of the Turf Congress. The most important case 
is that affecting jockey Bose and employer W. 
Clancy. The decision is as follows : 

In the controversy between J. J. Smith and W. 
Clancy over the services of the boy Lee Hose, the 
committee rendered the following opinion: 

“In the case of the jockey Lee Andrew Rose, 
we are of the opinion tbat J. J. Smith is legally 
entitled to liis services, and it is ordered that 
W. Clancy be fined $100 and relinquish his claim 
upon the boy; and it is further ordered that 
the jockey Rose be notified to at once return to 
the service of J. J. Smith.”
